[Exhaulted as all ranks muft have been by the no- 
vel and various fpeétacles which occurred this 
week, ftill the Trial retained nearly all its wont- 
ed attraction, and had, on Satarday, a felect and 
fefhionable auditory. } 

Mr Burke rofe, about twenty minutes paft twelve, 
to make his third charge again{t Mr Haftings, re- 
fpecting the * Prefents,” in noticing which, hie «fu- 
red their Lordfhips, that he would be as concife as 
poihble. He had on the former day, he faid, fub 
{tantially and fatisfactorily proved the prifoner guilty 
of the moft feandalous aéts: of peculation, of bribery 
and ¢erruption. He had fhewn that he had re‘ifted 
an enquiry into his conduét ; and that the natural mo- 
ther of the Nabob was difplaced, to! make oom for a 
dancet—a proftitute. The motive for this arrange- 
ment in the affairs of the young Nabob was, it ruit 
appeat evident, excited by: corruption. Th bribe 
ziven on this occafiom was 60,0001. -He did not make 
this remark for the purpofe of criminating. the prifon- 
er, ordy to fhew that the bribe bore no proportion to 
the magnitade of the crime. Had, he alked; Mr Ha- 
{tings ever openly and honettly combated this charge 
of peculation? No. He anfwered by abufing the 
witnefies who gave him the bribe. The Directors 
had demanded an explanation, but he denied giving 
any, on the grounds, that if a criminal profcution 
fhonid be commenced, to ffate his defence might be 
of irjary to his caufe. He faid he would referve him- 
a Court of Jultice; though a f+rvant of the

fi¢ party. His whole conduct was a picture of guilt 
and defpair! for wheo aed to make his defrace, he 
wa» aguated and confounded, and the refolution of 
one moment was fuperféded the next by the adoption

Mr Burke next adverted to a minute of the Board 
of Council, in which it is ftared.that there was na 
fpecies of peculation of which the prifuner was not 
guilty. From this record there was no elcape; for 
his guilt, by recurring to the characters who had tigns 
ed it, mutt be deemed undeniable. The unimpeach: 
able probity of Sir John Clavering, and which had us 
niformly directed his conduét daring his refidence in’ 
India, and Colonel Monfon, who was ¢qually diltins) 
gitithable for his virtues, had figned that minute, and 
recorded the prifoner’s infamy! Nor did even that 
hottility which he had-ever fhewnto Mr Francis dare 
to (tand forward to impeach hs. character. To have 
appealed to the Court of Directors was in vain 5 for 
they had already expreffed their indignation at his 
conda&. In fach a fcandalouspredicament, any man 
of honour or of feeling would have offered an expla- 
nation for his conduét; but the Governor General of 
India remained filent under all tais load of difgrace ! 
By his filence his conduct faffered the fevereft impa- 
tations. Indignation and contunely was the confe- 
quence, but in this he excited 10 difpleafure. His 
feelings differed widely from the of other men ;— 
he was content to feed on the af'7/and fattened.and 
rioted in thie excrementious banquet! If his coffers 
were fall, he cared not for the prefufion of difyrace 
affixed to his character.

Mr Burke next took notice of the tranfaction re- 


fpecting the cafe which the prifoner had_ by the di- 
rectipns of the Board, drawn up by their Boleieos, to 


obtain the advice of legal opinions, to kaow if Mr 
Hattings could not on this charge be profecuted— 
The opinion he admitted was given jn the negate : | 
but he obfervetl, that there’ was a partial leaning ta- 
wards the prifoner, by Mr Smith, who was then in 
the Company’s employ, but who was now the Solici 
tor of Mr-Hattings.—In ‘the cale it was (tated, thar a 
lack and a half of rupees, inftead of two lacks, had 
been corruptly received from the Begam,. the guar- 
dian of the Nabob; when it fhould have been ffated, 
that that fum had been given for depofing Reza 
Cawn. Under fuch circumftances, it was proper w 
drop the profecution ; but it was alfo proper for Mr 
: Hattings to come boldly forward, and demand an ir- 
veltigation of his conduét. No, while the profecu- 
tion was threatened, he with-held his defence, ‘fear- 
ing that it might injure his. caufe ; and when the pro- 
fecution had. been -withdrawn, he kept back the de- 
fence, becaufe, fays he, it is no longer neceffary.— 
The only thing that had the fhape of a defence, was, 


with the cultoms of the country; if fo, there was 
more honour in evading than obferving the cu‘tom, 
This defence ‘could not. ferve the caudé of the prifon- 
er. He is exprefsly defired not'to take any tum above 
rool, without the confent of the Company ; but he 
not only took 200!. a-day from the Begam for enter- 
tainments, but took it without the confent of the Com- 
paay, or the knowledge fcarcely of an individual. — 
Mr Haftings. was fo well pleafed with his reception, 
that he.continued this, : 
m* Tealt of reafin, and this flow of foul,” 

until the bill amounted to 16,000l.—If even on the 
pretence of a vifit, he was entitled to thefe civilities 
-from the Nabob;: at the time he was enjoying them, 
he was abfolutely doing the bufinefs of the Company, 
and was not more than ten days journey from his 
chief refidence at Bengal. It was at that mme that he 
gratified his avarice, by {tripping the nobility of their 
penfions ; therefore his was not a vifit, bur a deplo- 
rable vifitatioa, It-was net in feenes of feltivity he 
idly {pent his time. He fcattered defpair ps calae 
mity around hin! For this journey he had charged 
the Company 3000). Sterling. Inftead of minding his 
hufineds at. the capital, he travelled with a numerous 
train of fervants, at a mont{trous expence to the Com- 
pany, fpreading devaftation like a peitilence, and do- 
ing more injury to the provinces than the ravages.of 
an holtile army. 

What added -{ill to the criminality of the prifoner 
was, the fecreey he obferved. Nbt a member of the 
Council was acquainted with his acceptance of the 
prefent. Of all the Virtues, fuys Mr Burke, Charity 
is the oaly one required to be concealed. ° Other 
great_men gloried in the open difplay of their vir- 
tucs ;for, like an #/umination, they operated to com- 
memorate a great-event, and were the more laudable, 
becaufe the more fplendid. But the peculiar virtues 
of Mr Haltings required concealment. He rejoiced 
in their privacy, and, like a wild beaf after he talten- 
ed on his prey; he dragged the victim to his‘caverh, 
to gratify, with a telfifh and unobferved pleafure, the 
calls of a voracious appetite. 

Mr Burke next adverted to the alterations made 
by the prifoner in the government of Bengal. He 
remarked on the reluctance with which» he replaced 
Rezza Cawn, though fo commanded by the Compa- 
ny. He remarked on the manner in which, with an 
infolent inftance of difobedience, he then difplaced 
him, in favour of the Begum. Mahommed Rezza 
Cawn was recalled again to conciliate the ftubborn 
virtue of Mr Francis, and as fpeedily replaced by 
the Governor General. | In confequence of the capri+ 
cious conduét of the prifoner, no lefs than four revo- 
lations had been excited in India in-the~ courfe of 
four years—equally fubverfive of Englifh faith, as de- 
ftructive of confidence and Jegiflation in India. An 
univerfal fyftem of connivance. and: corrupron had 
prevailed during the adminiftration of the Chief Go- 
vernor. ‘This was the caufe of the numberlefs.com- 
plaints made by the Provinces. And the only per- 
fon, fays Mr Burke, who has been called to-juttice, 
for thefé enormous offences again{t law and humani- 
ty, is the prifoner who appears at your Lordfhips 

bar. 

Mr Burke fat down, after affuring their Lordfhips, 
that he had a train of circumftances to lay before them 
vhich were as audacious and daring as they were n6- 
vel, but would not, for the prefent, ‘take up: their 
Lordthips time with {tating them.

ILLUMINATIONS. 

A general and fplendid illumination took place 
on Friday throughout London and Weitmintter. 
The Admiralty was faperbly illuminated: the 
entrance from the {treet had a range of lamps ; over 
the gateway a double arch, above which was a bril- 
liant ftar. The front of the building was lighted 
from top to bottom ; above was an elegant crown, 
ander which was a beautiful anchor and G. R.— 
‘The pillars of the building were ornamented by fer- 
pentines. 
The Paymafter General’s Office was fancifully 
and elegantly illuminated with globular lamps, 
forming green and pink Corinthian columns; a- 
bove which were feltoons, with a crown, and

The Marquis of Stafford had feftoons, knots, dia- 
monds, and circles; under which, in the centre, 
was a tranfparency with a crown, and G. R. and 
C. R. in the fide windows. 
The Horfe Guards had the centre and wing win- 
dows in the {treet and Park fronts well illuminated 
with fall lamps. In the centre of the {treet front 
was a ftar, under which a G. R. and over it a 
crown ; the top of each wing a ftar. The Park 
front was nearly the fame. 

he Duke of York’s palace had a row of flamn- 
beaux on each front. 

The Treafury, and Mr Pit’s houfe, were neatly 
illuminated. 

The Duke of Montague difplayed neatuefs and 
elegance ; upon his wall were feltoons, and on the 
front of lis houfe a crown, and G. R. under a ca- 
nopy of lamps. . 

Pe Ordnance Office, and the houfe of the 
Secretary to the Ordnance, were faperbly and 
richly illuminated: with half circles and {quares, and 
made a very brilliant appearance. In the centre 
of the Office of Ordnance was a large crown, and 
G. R. 

Palace-yard was beautiful. The Houfe of Lords 
had a ftar formed of red and white lamps, under 
which were feftoons. The windows ornamented 
with ‘two rows of lamps, and the whole building 
encircled with them. 

The Houfe of Commons was neatly illumina- 
ted, 

Mr'Rofe’s houfe was fuperb ; the windows were 
completely decorated with lamps. On the top was 
.a brilliant ftar 3 under that a crown, with a beauti- 
ful feftoon, terminated with G. R. 

In Parliament-fireet, Lord Effingham’s and Mr 
Penn’s houfes were the moft confpicuous. His 
Lordthip had a crown, and G. R. with diamonds 
and {tars. 
.and had a crown, with G. R. and C. R. 

The houfes of Lords Falmouth and Dartmouth, 
in St James’s fquare, had a beautiful tranfparency 
running acrofs both their fronts, in which*were the 
words, ** May the King live for ever!” Above it 
were four large ftars. ‘The other parts of the fronts 
were ornamented with feftoons, &c. 

Sir John Harborough and Mr Cozens were alfo 
very fplendid. 

In Pall Mall, the Duke of Marlborough had over 
his gate an arch, in the centre of which was acrown, 
over two hearts united. On one fide was a pyra- 
mid with G. R. ani on the other a pyramid with 
Cc. R. 

Oppoefite to the Duke of Marlhorough’s, was a 
good tranfparency of the Genius of Britain, pvint- 
ing to a medallion of his -tajelty, which was fup- 
ported by Fame, and thé Goddefs of Health. Sr. 
Paul’s cathedral was feen in the back ground. 

The Opera Houfe had pyramids, a crown and

White’s had a beautifal tranfparency (from the 
Pantheon) in the centre. The King in his coro- 
nation robes, fitting in the coronation chair at the 
Abbey. The tran{parency was ftudded round with 
lamps ; and over, and on each fide, were {kars, cir- 
cles, and fettoons. 

Brookes’s had a large tranfparency from the O- 
pera Honfe, but no lamps. 
| The Eark of Uxbridge had his baléony the 
whole length of the front of the houfe beautifully 
lighted with lamps, forming the words “ Vivant 
“ Rex et Regina!’ under which were feftoons.— 
Above was a {plendid ftar of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, and over that a crown. 

Lord Spencer was the moft feperb in LIanover- 
Square, 

In Cavendith-fquare the Earl of Macclesfield ex- 
hibited ‘feftoons, {tars, and other ornements, from 
the top: to the bottom of his houfe. There were 
alfo four tranfyarencies: The firlt had the words 

Glory to God!” the fecond, « Long live the 
King!” the third, * God five the King!” and 
the fourth, ‘ May the King live for ever !” 

Sir James Langham was alfo very fplendid. His 
whole front was illuminated with ferpentine lines, 
ftars, circles, &c.
